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Damages awarded to boy born with umbilical cord round neck

A LITTLE boy facing a lifetime of 
disability after being born with 
his umbilical cord wrapped tightly 
round his neck is in line for a multi- 
million-pound payout. 

Alison dos Santos, from Banbury, is 
suing the Oxford University Hospitals 
NHS Trust after her son Tiago was de¬ 
livered almost lifeless on June 26,2006. 

Tiago suffered 15 to 20 minutes of 
“profound circulatory collapse” after 
being born at the Horton Hospital in 
Banbury 

Doctors managed to save his life but 
he is never expected to walk unaided be¬ 
cause of cerebral palsy linked to brain 
injuries suffered at birth. 

Mrs dos Santos had sued the trust on 
her son’s behalf, claiming there was a 
negligent delay in Tiago’s delivery 

London’s High Court has approved 
a settlement for the claim which will 
be two-thirds of the damages claim, 
although the trust has not admitted li¬ 


ability. Mrs dos Santos said: “I am very 
pleased that it has been possible to set¬ 
tle the case and that there will now be a 
real possibility of meeting Tiago’s care 
needs in the future and to enable him to 
fulfil his real potential. 

“I am extremely grateful to all those 
who have given so much support to 
the family and to Tiago over the last 10 
years, through what has been a very dif¬ 
ficult time.” 

Speaking to the Banbury Cake in 2014, 
Mrs dos Santos said staff should have 
realised that her unborn baby was 
showing signs of distress, and should 
have fast-bleeped doctors. 

She added Tiago was a “beautiful 
boy with great potential. He has an 
inquisitive mind and a sense of ad¬ 
venture.” 

As millions of pounds are routinely 
awarded by the court in birth injury 
cases, it is expected that compensa¬ 
tion in this case will be near the same 
when it is calculated at a later date. 

David Evans, speaking for the trust, 
said his clients were “glad to be able 
to back the sensible compromise” and 


wished the family well for the future. He 
added that despite disputing blame for 
Tiago’s injuries, the trust had “never 
lost sight of the tragedy which lies at 
the heart of this difficult case.” 

Tiago’s solicitor Claire Fazan said: 
“We will now be identifying Tiago’s life¬ 
time needs caused by his disability in 
order to value the claim. In these cases, 
as children get older their care needs 
become more apparent over time, I ex¬ 
pect that the claim will have concluded 
by the time Tiago is a teenager.” 
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School helps combat homophobic bullying

ASPIRING actors have been trying to 
combat homophobic bullying with a new 
school play. 

The drama is the work of students at the 
Warriner School in Bloxham as part of 
ongoing efforts to confront abuse in 
school. 

Named Project Q, it uses physical theatre 
and dialogue taken directly from young 
people who have been interviewed about 
their experiences of gender and sexuality. 

The production, which is followed by a 
question and answer session with the 
cast, also aims to challenge the audience 
to think about what it would be like to 
"come out" at school. 

Oxfordshire County Council's lead 
memberfor children, education and 
families, Melinda Tilley, said: "This is a 
fantastic way to get staff and pupils 
engaged in tackling this issue, and I'd like 
to congratulate those involved. 

"There's growing awareness 
surrounding homophobic, bi and 
transphobic (HBT) bullying and schools 
are working hard to address it. 


"But the active involvement of young 
people themselves is crucial, which is 
what makes this project special." 

Following a successful debut 
performance earlier this month, the cast 
are planning to tour the play in the 
county's secondary schools to raise the 
profile of HBT bullying and ensure more 
effective action is taken to safeguard 
young people. Campaign charity 
Stonewall has named Oxfordshire as one 
of the UK's leading councils for combating 
bullying, for the second year in a row. 

The council has worked alongside the 
charity's education champions 
programme for more than five years. 

This supports schools to prevent and 
respond to HBT bullying more effectively. 

Mrs Tilley said: "We are very pleased to 
be ranked once again among the country's 
very best local authorities for tackling this 
issue and are continuing to work with 
schools and other settings as part of our 
wider anti-bullying work. 

"Like all forms of bullying it should never 
be allowed to go unchallenged."

Big name companies 
bringing jobs to town 


National groceries distributor 
and flour manufacturer ready 
to move as part of expansions

HUNDREDS of new jobs will be 
created in Banbury after two na¬ 
tional companies announced they 
are moving to the area. 

Health and beauty distributor DCS 
Group is setting up shop in the former 
Hella building in Noral Way to help 
with storage and distribution. 

The Stratford-based company, which 
works with household brands includ¬ 
ing Gillette, Colgate and Unilever, says 
it has the potential to bring 229 jobs to 
the town. The move is part of the com¬ 
pany’s expansion and it is expected to 
retain its existing staff. 

DCS founder Denys Shortt OBE said: 


“This is great news as we continue to 
grow. 

“With this new site in Banbury we 
will double our current storage capac¬ 
ity and with 25 acres of industrial land 
we have plenty of room to expand, en¬ 
hancing our long term sustainability” 

Cherwell District Council’s lead mem¬ 
ber for planning Colin Clarke said: 
“This building is already in use as an 
industrial premises but it is too large to 
be taken over by one of our local manu¬ 
facturing firms. 

“It is, however, perfect for use by a lo¬ 
gistics operation, and there is high de¬ 
mand locally for such premises. 

“In recent years Cherwell has sup¬ 
ported the marketing of this site, be¬ 
cause of its potential to boost the local 
economy and local jobs. We are pleased 
to be able to attract a national company 
to Banbury without the need for new 
building or land release.” 

Flour producer FWP Matthews will 
also be moving some of of its operation 
to Banbury. 


The company has permission to set up 
storage and distribution facilities and 
offices in Beaumont Road, bordering 
Longelandes Road to the south. 

The building is currently used by a 
tool manufacturer, but under new oc¬ 
cupation the premises will be in use for 
fewer hours of the day than previously 

FWP Matthews said it will initially be 
using the site for the storage and distri¬ 
bution of flour, which it mills in Ship- 
ton under Wychwood. 

Mr Clarke said: “I welcome this pro¬ 
posal to keep this building in use by 
business, and the contribution it will 
continue to make to Cherwell’s econo¬ 
my. 

“FWP Matthews is a leading national 
flour manufacturer with a very long 
history in Oxfordshire and we will be 
pleased to welcome a wing of its opera¬ 
tions to the district.” 

Both applications were approved by 
the district council’s planning commit¬ 
tee at their monthly meeting on Thurs¬ 
day, July 7.

THERE was a bit of star- 
power on hand on Sunday to 
mark the 52nd anniversary 
of Radio Horton and the 
opening of a new studio. 

Countryfile host John Cra¬ 
ven joined many of the sta¬ 
tion’s presenters past and 
present to mark the special 
occasion at Horton Hospital. 

The new studio will allow 
the station, which broad¬ 
casts 24 hours a day to pa¬

Presenter and grandmoth¬ 
er Elizabeth MacLeod, who 
lives in Hook Norton but pre¬ 
viously served on Cherwell 
District Council, said: “I had 
wanted to do something like 
this before I went to univer¬ 
sity but back then local radio 
was not as well known.” 


New home plans thrown out over density fears 


PLANS to build an extra 14 homes in 
Deddington, North Oxfordshire, have 
been thrown out by councillors for being a 
"tight fit". 

The development was for land north of 
residential estate Gaveston Gardens. 

But the additional homes would have 
increased density too much, according to 
councillors. 

Cherwell District Council lead member 
for planning Colin Clarke said: "The 
applicant has previously been granted 


permission to build 85 houses on this site. 

"The additional 14 dwellings would have 
been a tight fit, and were considered to be 
out of keeping with the local setting. 

"The proposal would have made the site 
around twice the density of the 
neighbouring Gaveston Gardens 
development. 

"Government requires us to supply a 
certain number of homes every year, and 
we are successfully meeting those targets. 
That means that we are in a strong 


position to resist proposals that are out of 
character with the district's rural 
communities." 

It follows previous approval on appeal 
for 85 homes on the site, after Cherwell 
District Council rejected the original 
scheme. 

Mr Clarke said: "We will continue to be 
supportive of balanced additions to the 
housing supply in district villages, 
provided they fit well with the traditional 
character of existing communities."

DELAYS to vital road improvements in 
Cherwell are because of a 'piecemeal 
approach' to major housing projects. 

The claim comes from the leader of 
Cherwell District Council (CDC), who says 
roads could be built sooner if a single council 
replaced the county and district authorities 
in the area. 

CDC leader Barry Wood said waiting for 
cash from developers to come through, 
known as Section 106, was the cause of 
many problems. 

He said: "As a district council, the 
government has given us a target to deliver 
1,142 homes every year and this is not 
optional." 

Councillor Wood added: "But while we are 
working hard to meet that number and 
provide the houses that the growing 
population requires, the roads are not 
coming forward at the same rate." 

Bicester faces major growth with the 
Strategic Housing Market Assessment 
(SHMA) quoting 22,800 new homes needed 
in the district by 203. 

The leader has said that major 
developments such as these are being 
brought together like 'jigsaw puzzles'. 

He added: "If Cherwell had responsibility 
for delivering the infrastructure as well as 
the homes then this piecemeal approach 
could be abolished and instead a more 
coordinated approach could be adopted 
towards the completion of the overall 
project." 

But Oxfordshire County Council cabinet 
memberfor local government Nick Carter 
has said this model would not work. 

He said: "This is pretty ripe coming from 
CDC, one of five districts in the county who 
have utterly failed to provide a coherent 
housing strategy." 


SCOUTS in Deddington have helped to recycle 
bikes which will be sent to help those in need in 
Africa. 

Boys and girls from the Spartans Explorer Scout 
Unit helped collect more than 20 broken bikes 
from around the community before making new 


ones out of the working parts. All the bikes have 
now been taken to Halfords, which has been 
assisting with the recycling project, and soon 
they will be packed into containers to be sent to 
Africa. 

The group has also been carrying out bike 


maintenance for Bloxham Pre-School and used 
the project as part of their Platinum Chief Scout 
Award. 

Nathan Wheeler, from Halfords, said, "In one 
day, the Explorer Scouts brought in as many bikes 
as we usually get in a year."

‘Step up to plate’ 
call for refugees

‘duty’ to aid children and 
will find cash somewhere

OXFORDSHIRE has a “duty” 
to accept more than 40 refu¬ 
gees from camps near war- 
torn Syria despite budget 
shortfalls, council leaders 
have said. 

The county council will decide 
whether to join a Government 
scheme to relocate unaccompa¬ 
nied child asylum seekers from 
areas such as Kent, which have 
been “overwhelmed”. 

Officials say many arrive in 
Oxfordshire alone by lorry and 
in some cases they have endured 
sexual abuse during their jour¬ 
ney to the UK or even torture in 
their home countries. 

County council leader Ian 
Hudspeth said: “We have got a 
duty to look after these children 
and will be working with the 
Government to see if we can 
also increase funding for it. 

“In Oxfordshire we already ac¬ 
cept a high proportion of child 
asylum seekers but clearly it 
cannot just fall to a small num¬ 
ber of local authorities.” 


The county council now looks 
after just over 50 unaccom¬ 
panied child asylum seekers 
- the fourth-highest figure in 
the South East - but the ruling 
would mean 44 more could ar¬ 
rive at a rate of two per month. 

This compares to an estimated 
900 being cared for in Kent. 

This would bring it in line 
with a Government recommen¬ 
dation that councils should take 
on a number of child refugees 
equivalent to 0.07 per cent of 
their child populations. 

But a report to councillors 
warns that, despite extra fund¬ 
ing from Whitehall, this will 
cost £lm a year, which it has not 
yet found funding for. 

Melinda Tilley, the council’s 
cabinet member for children’s 
services, said: “They are chil¬ 
dren who have no one and we 
cannot just leave them. 

“Kent is overwhelmed at the 
moment and so other areas need 
to step up to the plate. 

“Someone has to take care 
of them and I have no qualms 
about that - we have got to find 
the money somewhere and we 
will.” 

If the county council’s cabi¬ 
net agrees to join the scheme on 
Tuesday, child refugees could 
begin to arrive from this month. 

But if councillors reject 
the proposals ministers have 
warned they could be forced to 


take on more refugees anyway 

Hannah Farncombe, county 
council deputy director for 
corporate parenting and safe¬ 
guarding, said: “We have always 
had an open and welcoming re¬ 
sponse to unaccompanied child 
asylum seekers and what we 
have to remember - first and 
foremost - is they are children. 

“Many turn up on the side of 
the road in Oxfordshire and 
they have considerable needs, 
so we need to reach out and sup¬ 
port them. 

“We are seeing quite young 
children, some who are quite 
traumatised or with significant 
health problems. 

“They include those who may 
have been exploited on the 
road and some who have been 
through brutalising experiences 
- including torture.” 

Ms Farncombe said extra cash 
to pay for the children’s care 
would be found through savings 
made from other areas or by 
cost-cutting. 

She appealed to the public to 
come forward as foster carers 
if they wanted to help: “We are 
keen to hear from people who 
want to foster children for us, 
including these children. 

“They would need to go 
through the same checks as is 
normally expected, but it would 
be enormously helpful if fami¬ 
lies came forward.”

ROBOTS in war zones, road safety sys¬ 
tems and medical apps are among the 
bright ideas these technological whizz- 
kids have come up with as part of a 
new competition. 

IT company MirrorSphere has been 
challenging teenagers to share their 
technical aspirations for the chance to 
win a £1,500 bundle of the latest gadg¬ 
ets. 

Since starting the competition earlier 
this year, the company - based in Blox- 
ham - has received hundreds of appli¬ 
cations with new inventions. 

Last Friday an award was given to 
Sam Walton, from Horspath, who has 
helped design and build a server and 
network to help air cadets work togeth¬ 
er on flight simulators. 

The Wheatley Park School pupil got 
the idea after taking part in air cadets 
for the last three years, and is hoping 
to become an aircraft engineer in the 
future. 

Sam, 16, said: “I only found out about 
the competition when one of my teach¬ 
ers emailed us. I’ve always been inter¬ 
ested in technology. 

“I started building my server when 
I joined the cadets, and I thought it 
would be good to get it made for real. 

“It was very surprising to hear that 
I had won. The other finalists all had 
very good ideas.” 

The server will help cadets in train¬ 
ing by allowing them to talk to each 
other via radio while carrying out sim¬ 
ulations. 

Among the other four finalists was 
Headington School student Caitlin 
Burns, who had her own brainwave 
thanks to her problems with hayfever. 

The 16-year-old suffers from the con¬ 
dition and said she often had difficulty 
remembering to take medication, or 
knowing which ones she can take at the 
same time. 

Her invention, an app called Medi- 
clock, will remind patients when to 
take their medication and what dosage 
to take. 

She said: “I have to take antihista¬ 
mines for hayfever but you can’t com¬ 
bine them, and I found out that’s a big

problem for other people as well. 

“As a student it can be a problem re¬

Going forward Caitlin, from Bucking¬ 
hamshire, is hoping to study Artificial 
Intelligence and is looking for a job in¬ 
volving programming robots. 

University Technical College Oxford¬ 
shire student Toby Hall, 17, came up 
with the idea of using robots to help 
people in disaster zones. 

Callum Morrison, 18, designed a blind 
spot information system to improve 
safety on roads, while Headington 
School pupil Holly Rowland set up her 
own coding club to help teach younger 
children the coding language Python.

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Skin cancer rates 
on rise in county 


Melanoma cases likely to 
grow still further in years 
ahead, says dermatologist 
Joe Gammie

SUNBATHERS are being 
urged to cover up once the 
summer finally arrives after 
the number of skin cancer 
patients in the county shot 
up by 20 per cent in six years. 

New figures show the number 
of patients being treated for the 
disease in Oxfordshire has risen 
from 2,793 in 2009 to 3,374 last 
year - hitting a peak of 3,392 in 
2013. 

It has prompted a skin cancer 
survivor and a hospital consult¬ 
ant to urge people to cover up 
or use suncream to avoid being 
at risk of potentially fatal mela¬ 
noma. 

Mum-of-two Rachael Willough¬ 
by was diagnosed with malignant 
melanoma in 2010 after noticing 
a new mole appear on her ankle. 

The 38-year-old said she had 
originally told her GP about the 
new blemish in 2006, but was told 
not worry. 

But when she went again four 
years later the doctor noticed the 
mole had grown and she was re¬

ferred to hospital for treatment 
and had to have an operation and 
skin graft to remove it. 

The school health nurse assis¬ 
tant from Bicester believes the 
cancer came from overexposure 
to the sun as a child and is urg¬ 
ing parents to make sure their 
children do not get burned this 
summer. 

She added: “As a mum it’s 
drilled into you to use suncream. 

“But everyone thinks it’s never 
going to happen to them. 

“You would not give your child 
a cigarette so why are people not 
concerned about them getting 
sunburned?” 

Nationally the rate of melano¬ 
ma - when moles become cancer¬ 
ous due to exposure to the sun’s 


ultraviolet (UV) rays - has gone 
up by 360 per cent since the 1970s 
according to Cancer Research 
UK and in Oxfordshire it has ris¬ 
en 300 per cent from 126 in 2002 to 
508 last year. 

Oxford University Hospitals 
NHS Foundation Trust derma¬ 
tology consultant Dr Richard 
Turner warned the number of 
patients with skin cancer will 
continue to increase. 

He said because the cancers can 
take decades to develop, children 
who were burnt 20 to 30 years ago 
are still at risk of developing the 
diseases as they now enter their 
30s and 40s. 

Dr Turner added: “Have we got 
over the peak yet? No, I think it 
will continue to rise. 

“We would like to think the 
message to use sun protection is 
getting through. 

“I suspect in another 10 to 15 
years we will start to see the ben¬ 
efit of peoples’ changing behav¬ 
iour, but I don’t think we have 
topped yet.” 

Dr Turner said the major¬ 
ity of patients who come in with 
suspected skin cancers are di¬ 
agnosed, treated and cured the 
same day 

Dr Turner urged parents to cov¬ 
er their children up using hats or 
long-sleeved tops and use factor 
20 to 30 suncream.

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New van to boost hospice

VOLUNTEERS at a North Ox¬ 
fordshire hospice have paid 
thanks to the foundation that 
helped them buy a new wheel¬ 
chair vehicle. 

Katharine House Hospice has 
been given the van to transport 
disabled patients from their homes 
to the hospice. 

It was paid for using a £7,265 
grant from the Gannett Founda¬ 
tion, the charitable arm of the 
Banbury Cake’s parent company, 
which each year hands out grants 
to good causes across the county 

Hospice director of nursing 
Bernadette Ross said the vehicle 
means the hospice, in Adderbury, 
can double the number of disabled 
patients attending during the day” 

She added: “This access to day 
hospice makes a huge difference to 
both patients and their carers. 

“Many carers cannot get out of 
the house when they have a very 
disabled loved one at home. 

“The rejuvenation to the rela¬ 
tionship when they have both been 
able to have a fulfilling day is so 
valuable. 

“The respite given to the carer is 
immense and can help to sustain 
the care at home, often preventing 
admissions to care homes.” 

Volunteers have been receiving 
additional training since the vehi¬ 


cle - a Vauxhall Vivaro Combo - ar¬ 
rived. 

This includes helping patients to 
get easily and safely in and out of 
the van, as well as keeping them 
comfortable while driving. 

The hospice is open for three days a 
week and can take about 12 patients 
a day. 

Ms Ross said patients come to the 
hospice for a range of reasons, in¬ 
cluding respite for carers, diversions 
for those thinking constantly about 
illnesses, social interaction for peo¬ 
ple who have become isolated, and 


help regarding psychological con¬ 
cerns. 

She said: “Due to advances in treat¬ 
ment many patients are living much 
longer with their illnesses, but they 
are sometimes less physically able. 

“There has also been an increase 
in patients with neurological condi¬ 
tions affecting day hospice. 

“These patients cannot access the 
services without the use of a wheel¬ 
chair vehicle.” 

The hospice’s previous vehicle was 
only suitable for one patient and it 
was difficult to fit large wheelchairs. 


The new vehicle can easily fit two. 

Since the hospice opened in 1991, 
more than 9,000 people with life- 
limiting illnesses have received free 
care and support from volunteers. 

It costs £3.6 million to run the ser¬ 
vices, but only 29 per cent is met 
through government funding. 

Every year the Gannett Founda¬ 
tion offers community groups the 
chance to apply for donations of be¬ 
tween £5,000 and £10,000. 

The other charities that received 
grants were Abingdon Riding for the 
Disabled and reading charity ARCh. 


Online move 
targets carers 

A NEW online service is bringing 
together Oxfordshire carers to help 
their loved ones stay safe and well. 

Rally Round is a free digital 
network which allows family 
members, friends and carers to 
create and organise support for 
themselves and the person they 
care for. 

Backed by Oxfordshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group and Carers 
Oxfordshire, the network is 
designed to help frail older people 
and theirfamily carers, but can be 
used to help anyone who needs 
more practical support. 

Dr Barbara Batty, OCCG clinical 
lead for older people, said: "This is 
an exciting digital tool to make life 
easierfor carers in Oxfordshire. 

"It's like social media where new 
starters are supported to set up 
their own network. 

"Individuals become part of the 
network by invitation only and can 
be family, close friends or 
professionals. 

"Rally Round promotes strong 
support networks, which in turn 
help people stay out of hospital or 
reduce their dependence on care 
services." 

Carers start by inviting friends 
and family to form a support group, 
and texts and email alerts remind 
everyone in the network who is 
doing what and when things need 
to be done. 

Catherine Blaxhall, head of carers 
support at Carers Oxfordshire, said: 
"Rally Round is all about getting 
jobs done."

Nostalgia oozes like ectoplasm 
from every glossy frame of this 
special effects-laden 
Ghostbusters, including cameos 
for most of the original cast and 
repeated bursts of Ray Parker 
Jnr’s infectious theme song. 

Actress Melissa McCarthy, the 
director’s lucky talisman, is in 
fine fettle, effusively trading 
quips with co-stars including a 
scene-stealing Chris Hemsworth 
as the team’s hunky male 
receptionist, Kevin, whose chest 
measurement in inches exceeds 
his IQ. 

Erin Gilbert (Kristen Wiig) 
hopes to secure tenure at 
Columbia University, but her 
academic future is thrown into 
disarray when childhood friend 
Abby Yates (McCarthy) peddles 
copies of their long-forgotten 
400-page tome, Ghosts From The 
Past: Both Literally & 
Figuratively. The two women are 
reunited in the lab where Erin 
conducts experiments with her 
madcap protegee, nuclear 
engineer Jillian Holtzmann 
(Kate McKinnon). 

A haunting at Aldridge 
Mansion gives the trio their first 
glimpse of the fight ahead, and 
soon afterwards, ballsy subway 
worker Patty Tolan (Leslie 
Jones) joins the team, blessed 
with an encyclopaedic 
knowledge of Manhattan’s grim 
history. It transpires that a 
demented misfit called Rowan 
North (Neil Casey) is 


summoning ghosts to create a 
vortex between the living and 
the dead. Armed with prototype 
backpacks, the gang gallantly 
races into the fray, risking 
ridicule from the media and 
Mayor Bradley (Andy Garcia).

Ghostbusters affectionately 
harks back to the series’ glory 
days before the creative misstep 
of the 1989 sequel. 

McCarthy and Wiig rekindle 
their Bridemaids on-screen 
chemistry, with colourful turns 
from McKinnon and Jones, and 
merciless self-mockery from 
Hemsworth. 

The script papers over gaping 
holes, including the absence of a

cosmological events in his 
relentless pursuit of a tasty 
acorn. 

If the presence of a rodent at

Korean author Sun-Mi Hwang, 
most famous for her bestseller The 
Hen Who Dreamed She Could Fly, 
a story that was adapted into the 
highest-grossing animated film 
in Korean history. As its similar 
titles suggest, this new release is 
something of a sister novel to its 
predecessor in terms of its animal- 
focused narrative.

Leisure centres urged to 
replace unhealthy food in 
their vending machines

LEISURE centres across Ox¬ 
fordshire will be asked to 
replace chocolate and crisps 
in vending machines with 
healthy snacks as soon as 
possible. 

Calorie-crunching councillors 
at Oxfordshire’s Health Improve¬ 
ment Board have made the re¬ 
quest as part of a grand plan to 
make the county slimmer. 

Fast food-free zones in schools 
and council offices, cooking 
courses for people on low in¬ 
comes and advertising for food 
banks are among the other fat- 
busting ideas on the table. 

Board members, leisure provid¬ 
ers and private companies came 
up with the ideas at a ‘slimming 
summit’ in April. 

At a meeting last Thursday, the 
board’s principal officer Donna 
Husband answered questions 
about how the recommendations 
could be implemented. 

Board member Hilary Hibbert- 
Biles, a Conservative county 
councillor for Chipping Norton,

launched discussions by asking 
Ms Husband: “How did leisure 
providers react to healthy vend¬ 
ing machines idea? Because I 
note they are all full of chocolate 
bars. 

“Did they agree they would 
look at this again?” 

Ms Husband said while a lot of 
district councils responsible for 
leisure services were keen on the 
idea, they had to agree realistic 
contracts with private leisure 
companies, so it was “not always 
easy”. 

West Oxfordshire District 
Council’s leisure development 
manager Heather McCulloch 
told the board one of her coun¬ 
cil’s leisure centre contracts was 
up for renewal and officers had 
already “started conversations” 
about providing more healthy 


snacks in leisure machines in a 
new contract. 

But she warned the board some 
councils might only be a few 
years into a ten-year contract. 

Mrs Hibbert-Biles responded: 
“I would have thought we don’t 
want to wait 10 years for these 
actions to come in.” 

Board vice-chairman and Ox¬ 
ford City Council deputy leader 
Ed Turner agreed and asked Ms 
Husband to seek an update from 
leisure service providers by the 
next meeting on October 20 to see 
what could be done. 

Mrs Hibbert-Biles also floated 
the idea of asking leisure centres 
to hang up signs reminding visi¬ 
tors of NHS guidelines for daily 
exercise. 

She said: “I was at a leisure 
centre and there were big boards 
saying ‘are you going to do your 
30 minutes today?’ 

“I don’t see there is anything 
wrong with reminding people 
that you need that.” 

The board did not make any 
official recommendation on the 
issue. 

Oxfordshire’s “Healthy Eat¬ 
ing Network”, which has been 
tasked by the board to investi¬ 
gate the feasibility of commu¬ 
nity cooking courses and making 
school catering healthier, is due 
to report back to the board in the 
autumn.

Kia sportage’s smart move 



HOW did the Kia Sportage quietly 
develop from also-ran to front run¬ 
ner in the budget SUV stakes? By 
offering more of what people want, 
that’s how. This fourth generation 
car now packs in more equipment, 
tidies the styling, sharpens the 
dynamics a tad but keeps the same 
value, practicality and great after¬ 
sales care. The motto here seems to 
be ‘If it aint broke, give it a better 
stereo’. 

Background 

It’s easy to believe for a moment 
that the market for compact SUVs 
hasn’t changed all that much in the 
last ten years, but it’s now radically 
different and the biggest benefi¬ 
ciary of these changes have been 
Kia, and more specifically its 
Sportage. Consider this. Ten years 
ago, you could pick up a brand new 
entry level Land Rover Freelander 
for under £16,000. Even as I’m typ¬ 
ing this, I’m double checking to see 
if that’s correct. It is. Nowadays the 
Freelander’s Discovery Sport 
replacement would set you back 
over £30,000. That’s a massive 
increase. Yet the Office of National 
Statistics tells us that the average 
annual wage over the same period 
rose by 37%. 

What it all means is that a huge 
amount of buyers are being priced 
out of the SUV market. That’s 
something that Kia not only recog¬ 
nised, but also put itself in prime 


position to capitalise on with its 
impressive fourth generation 
Sportage. It now gets a smarter look 
inside and out, greater practicality 
and a range of technologies to 
improve comfort, convenience, con¬ 
nectivity and safety If you’re buy¬ 
ing a small SUV or a Qashqai-like 
Crossover model in this segment, 
it’s well worth a look. 

Driving Experience 

This fourth generation model car¬ 
ries over many of the mechanicals 
of its predecessor, but adds some 
new technology too. The petrol 
range is made up of a normally 
aspirated 1.6-litre GDI 132PS unit 
and a much pokier T-GDI turbo 
177PS powerplant. Go for the T-GDI 
variant and you get the brand’s lat¬ 
est seven-speed DCT dual-clutch 
automatic gearbox. Most Sportage 
buyers though, want a diesel. For 
buyers wanting to fuel from the 
black pump, the range starts with a 
115PS 1.7-litre CRDi variant. Above 
that, there’s a 2.0-litre CRDi option, 
offered with a choice of 136PS or 
184PS power outputs. Whatever 
engine you decide upon, you should 
find that refinement levels have 
been much improved over the third 
generation model. 

Design and Build 

The front end of this MK4 model 
Sportage is the biggest change over 
the outgoing model, thanks to 


smarter headlamps that sit just 
above a bolder, lower, wider version 
of Kia’s hallmark ‘tiger-nose’ grille. 

These lights are positioned high¬ 
er, sweeping back along the outer 
edges of the sharply-detailed bon¬ 
net. The result is a more imposing 
appearance and a more stable-look¬ 
ing stance, retaining the same 
1,855mm width as its predecessor. 
It’s 40mm longer though. At the 
rear, this fourth generation 
Sportage features more horizontal 
forms and clearly defined feature 
lines, with smooth bodywork on the 
tailgate, emphasising the car’s 
width and giving this compact SUV 
a more stable appearance. 

Market and Model 

Equipment levels have been boost¬ 
ed across the range, the key interior 
addition being Kia’s AVN audio- 
visial navigation system, available 
with either 7.0 or 8.0-inch colour 
touchscreen layouts. Other up-mar¬ 
ket features you can specify include 
a rear-view parking camera with 
dynamic parking lines and a Smart 
Power Tailgate, which opens the 
tailgate automatically when the 
key is ‘sensed’ in close proximity to 
the tailgate. There are also 
Dynamic Bending Headlamps, 
which sweep the road ahead in line 
with the steering wheel for greater 
visibility and improved safety at 
night. And buyers will be offered a 
‘Smart Welcome’ function, which 


turns on interior and door handle 
lamps and unfolds the door mirrors 
once the smart key fob is located 
within 1.3-1.7 metres of the door 
handle. 

Cost of Ownership 

Efficiency levels are much as 
before, not surprising given that 
the mainstream engines are little 
different from those supplied with 
the previous generation version of 
this car. This means that the best¬ 
performing Sportage from an econ¬ 
omy and emissions perspective 
remains the front-wheel drive 1.7 
CRDi diesel which manages around 
55mpg on the combined cycle and 
around 135g/km of C02. 

Like the rest of the Kia range, the 
Sportage is sold with the excellent 
seven-year or 100,000-mile warran¬ 
ty It is fully transferable should the 
car be sold before the time or mile¬ 
age limits have been reached. Fixed 
cost servicing also brings addition¬ 
al peace of mind via the Kia Care-3 
and Care-3 Plus servicing package, 
offering retail customers inflation- 
proof servicing for the first three 
or five years. 

Summary 

Have the updates made to this 
fourth generation Kia Sportage 
been sufficient to keep buyers 
loyal? It’s true that they could have 
been more far-reaching, especially 
beneath the bonnet but there’s just 


enough here to keep existing cus¬ 
tomers loyal, we think. 

That’s important as Kia is fortu¬ 
nate enough to have quite a few of 
these people in the UK, thanks to 
the impressive sales success 
achieved by the third generation 
version of this car. This MK4 model 
offers these folk a little more atti¬ 
tude and they’ll like the much more 
up-market interior. Ultimately, it’s a 
car you sit in and wonder just how a 
Honda CR-V or a Toyota RAV4 can 
be worth around £5,000 more. That 
says it all really.

Used Car Road Test 


by Jonathan Crouch 



Small but perfectly formed 



THE supermini segment is one that 
traditionally commands strong 
sales but also one which has felt the 
squeeze in recent years. That means 
models like this improved third- 
generation Corsa have had to really 
up their game in order to command 
the sort of sales figures their pay¬ 
masters are accustomed to. So 
they’ve got better in terms of both 
quality and durability Original ver¬ 
sions of this MK3 Corsa, first intro¬ 
duced in 2007 and known as the 
‘Corsa D’ by its maker, were the first 
to set the ball rolling in this respect 
and by the time it was necessary for 
this design to have its final wash ‘n 
brush-up in 2011, it really had 
become quite a smart little thing. As 
a result, buying a used version of a 
later third generation Corsa - even 
one with quite a few miles on the 
clock - ought to be something buyers 
should be able to approach with 
confidence. 

The History 

For all its admirable qualities, the 
Corsa has always been a car that 
reacted rather than pioneered. That 
strategy is perfectly valid in many 


markets - let the others take the risk 
and copy what works - but tradition¬ 
ally, it usually meant that this 
Vauxhall supermini was a step or 
two behind the best in its class 
when it came to bringing new tech¬ 
nology and ideas to market. The 
third generation Corsa though, the 
so-called ‘Corsa D’, bucked this 
trend somewhat, bringing a feeling 
of build integrity that was beyond 
anything its budget rivals could 
muster. 

Vauxhall reverted to type and 
attempted to give the Corsa a bit of 
the Fiesta’s mojo. It wasn’t unsuc¬ 
cessful either, the 2011 car benefit¬ 
ing from sharper responses intro¬ 
duced at the same time as engine 
tweaks that made the Corsa line-up 
one of the most fuel-efficient and 
eco-conscious choices in its class. 

Plus there was a redesigned more 
upmarket look to the front end 
which brought the Corsa more into 
line with other, larger Vauxhall 
models. As always with the Corsa, 
special edition models came and 
went at a dizzying rate. 

In 2012, the 1.3CDTi ecoFLEX Start/ 
Stop model got a few tweaks to drop 


its carbon emissions down to just 
88g/km and lift economy to 85.6mpg. 
The Black Edition debuted the 1.4 
Turbo engine and the VXR model 
remained as crazy as ever with the 
hardcore Nurburgring edition mor¬ 
phing into the Club sport. 

What To Look For 

You’ll be impressed by the reliabil¬ 
ity record of this uprated MK3 
Corsa. There have been few report¬ 
ed issues with this car, although the 
long service intervals mean a full 
service history is even more desira¬ 
ble than usual. Check for the usual 
parking knocks and scrapes and 
make sure the alloys aren’t kerbed. 

The sporty SRi and VXR models 
should be checked for tyre wear, 
suspension alignment and accident 
damage and a full HPI check under¬ 
taken. You’ll also need to make sure 
that ‘VXR’ models are just that. 
More than a few unscrupulous sell¬ 
ers attempt to pass off 1.4T models 
or SRi versions with body kits as 
VXRs. 

On The Road 

There’s never been too much 


wrong with the way a Corsa 
responds: it just wasn’t anything 
out of the ordinary. And with ‘ordi¬ 
nary’ being something that 
Vauxhall wasn’t too comfortable 
with at this revised MK3 model’s 
low-key launch in 2011, that had to 
change. The enhancements made 
here over the original MK3 model 
don’t sound too huge - tweaked 
power steering for more driving 
‘feel’, plus revisions to springs, 
dampers and anti-roll bars - but 
together, they add up to quite a lot. 

Under the bonnet, the 2011 update 
saw Vauxhall re-fettled virtually all 
the engines on offer -which was nec¬ 
essary in the case of the entry-level 
1.0 and 1.2-litre petrol units. Small 
but useful 5PS improvements for 
both of these equated to revised 65 
and 85PS outputs, but it’s still better 
if funds permit, to stretch to the pet¬ 
rol 1.4,10PS beefier in this version 
with 100PS on tap. 

Diesel drivers can benefit from 
Vauxhall’s ecoFlex technology with 
the entry-level 75PS version of the 
brand’s trusty 1.3 CDTi unit, but 
they’ll get much more by opting for 
this engine in greener, more frugal 


95PS ecoFlex guise. If that’s not 
enough, Vauxhall also offered buy¬ 
ers a 130PS 1.7-litre CDTi option in 
the line-up. 

Overall 

As the third generation Corsa 
neared the end of its production 
life, it needed to sharpen up its act - 
and did. When Vauxhall first intro¬ 
duced this improved version in 
2011, sales were duly boosted, but 
then quickly pegged back again as 
newer rivals came on the scene. 
This version makes a good used buy 
though, providing you’re not 
expecting the latest in interior 
design trends. Indeed, there’s a lot 
to like about the Corsa in its most 
fettled MK3 form. It feels solid, it 
drives well and it’s not overbur¬ 
dened by the sort of complicated 
driver ‘assistance’ electronics that 
confuse and frustrate many owners. 

Its reliability record stands up 
and the emissions and economy of 
the diesel engines in particular still 
stand up to the harshest scrutiny In 
short, it’s one of the best value used 
superminis you can lay your hands 
on.

New Car Launch Model Of The Week

Does the new Volvo V90 have everything? 



VOLVO’S V90 is a large luxury 
estate every bit as good as anything 
the German brands can bring you. 
It’s the most sophisticated station 
wagon we’ve seen from the brand 
for a couple of decades, efficient, 
spacious and stylish. If you’re shop¬ 
ping in this segment, you need o 
consider it. 

Background 

There’s nothing quite like a big, 
boxy Volvo estate car: it’s the kind 
of product that defines this Swedish 
marque. Nor is it the kind of car 
this Scandinavian brand is going to 
leave behind as it redefines its prod¬ 
uct range under rejuvenated 
Chinese ownership. For proof of 
that, check out this car, the V90. 

This is the station wagon version 
of the S90 saloon, a car based on the 
same sophisticated architecture as 
the company’s award-winning XC90 
luxury SUV It’s a size larger than 
the existing V70 model - and a good 
deal more sophisticated under the 
skin. Plus, as you’d want, it remains 
as Swedish as meatballs and as prac¬ 
tical as ever. The prospects then, are 
promising. 

Driving Experience 

Unlike older V70 models, this V90’s 
more sophisticated underpinnings 
can accommodate a complete range 
of the brand’s ‘Drive-E’ engines, 2.0- 
litre units that are impressively effi¬ 


cient. Initially, buyers are being 
offered the choice between two 
units: either the 190PS D4 power- 
plant borrowed from Volvo’s small¬ 
er S60 and V60 models. Or the 235PS 
D5 twin turbodiesel, also with four 
cylinders, this matched with the 
security of AWD. All V90s come 
with smooth 8-speed auto transmis¬ 
sion. 

The 235bhp D5 variant utilises an 
innovative technology called 
PowerPulse to boost responsiveness. 
This uses compressed air, which is 
stored in a tank in the engine bay 
and refilled automatically, to spool 
up the turbo at low revs. This helps 
to overcome turbo lag, which is the 
short delay in the power delivery 
you experience in traditional turbo¬ 
charged engines. For the future, two 
further powerplants are promised. 

There’s a 320PS T6 petrol unit, 
which utilises both turbo and super¬ 
charging, but most British custom¬ 
ers will inevitably walk straight 
past that to look instead at the T8 
Twin Engine petrol/electric plug-in 
hybrid model. This delivers a com¬ 
bined 412PS output, with a thump¬ 
ing 640Nm of torque. 62mph from 
rest is dispatched in under 6s. 

Design and Build 

This is certainly a more credible 
full-sized executive estate than any¬ 
thing Volvo has brought us to date. 
The V90 has a proud yet non-aggres¬ 


sive face, characterised by a concave 
grille - apparently a homage to the 
Volvo P1800 - that’s home to the 
brand’s distinctive ‘Iron Mark’ logo. 
The T-shaped ‘Thor’s Hammer’ 
lights are recognisable from the 
XC90 and deliver a powerful sense 
of direction that makes this car 
unmistakable on the road. 

Inside, you’ll find basically the 
same interior as the S90, with beau¬ 
tiful finishing and plenty of leather, 
classy wood and glass. At the rear, 
there’s up 1526-litres of bootspace 
(including underfloor storage). 
That’s a useful figure, though is a 
little bit less than you’d get with 
rival BMW 5 Series Touring and 
Mercedes E-Class estate competi¬ 
tors. That’s probably down to the 
stylish sloping rear glass. 

Market and Model 

Prices start at around £35,000 for 
the entry-level D4 diesel manual 
model. That represents a premium 
of £2,000 over the S90 saloon vari¬ 
ant. Figures elsewhere in the range 
swell up towards the £45,000 mark, 
as you’d expect from a car in this 
class aiming to go up alongside full- 
sized executive segment rivals like 
BMW’s 5 Series Touring, Audi’s A6 
Avant and Mercedes latest E-Class 
Estate. 

Top models can be ordered with 
features like 21-inch alloy wheels 
and powered, heated and ventilated 


seats trimmed in Nappa leather. 
Inside, the tablet-like touch screen 
in the centre console drives the 
minor controls and a whole host of 
Internet-based products and servic¬ 
es. Audio services in the plushest 
variants come courtesy of a mon¬ 
ster Bowers & Wilkins stereo. The 
electronically controlled air suspen¬ 
sion has a choice of five modes, 
including one where the driver is 
free to tailor the settings to his or 
her personal taste. 

Cost of Ownership 

With the D5 diesel most V90 buyers 
will choose, expect 57.6mpg on the 
combined cycle and 129g/km of 
C02. These figures improve to 
62.8mpg and 119g/km in the less 
powerful D4 diesel variant. For the 
future, Volvo promises a top T8 
Twin Engine petrol plug-in hybrid 
model, which should deliver under 
50g/km of C02 and up to 26 miles of 
pure electric driving range. 

Depreciation will be a key consid¬ 
eration for potential owners. It’ll be 
interesting to see to how the market 
responds to Volvo’s new direction in 
style and quality here. Think in 
terms of RVs that are comparable 
with a brand like Lexus in this seg¬ 
ment and you shouldn’t be too far 
out. 

Summary 

This is the classiest Volvo estate 


ever - and a really credible rival for 
its German competitors. No, it won’t 
threaten the Teutonic brands over¬ 
night, but that’s only because Volvo 
won’t initially be importing the 
kind of volumes that would do that. 
On merit though, this is a car you 
need to consider if you’re fortunate 
enough to be buying in the top eche¬ 
lon of the large luxury estate seg¬ 
ment. 

We think that many business buy¬ 
ers currently purchasing large lux¬ 
ury SUV would actually be more 
comfortable in something like this 
V90. Try one and you’ll understand 
why
